Chicago churches no longer are pro- 
tected against invasion in their immediate 
vicinity of theaters and pieces of amuse- 
ment. 

An ordinance prohibiting the location of 
theaters within 200 feet of a church has 
been held invalid by Judge Honoré in the 
Circuit court. Asa result playhouses, cir- 
cuses, movie theaters, and other amuse- 
ment enterprises may now locate in the 
same block or even next door to any 
church in Chicago. 

Judge Honoré’s ruling wae made on @ 
petition for a writ of mandamus toe compel 
the city to issue a license to the Fifty- 
third Street theater at Fifty-third street 
and Harperavenue. Asa result of the de- 
cision Mayor Thompson yesterday grant- 
ed the license and the first performance 
was given in the playhouse last evening. 


Churches Lose Fight. 

The jasuance of the permit terminates 
a year’s fight against the theater, by 
Hyde Park churches. Members of the 
Hyde Park Presbyterian church raised 
the strongest opposition to the playhouse. 
‘The church and the new theater are lo- 


cated in the same biock. 
When the churches discovered the char- 


| acter of the new structure they besieged 


Mayor Harrison with protests. They were 
told the city had no power to prevent the 
erection of a building and they were re- 
quested to weit and file their protests 
against the issuance of @ license. This 
advice was followed, and under the ordi- 
nancé prohibiting the location of amuse- 
ment placea within 200 feet of a church 
Mr. Harrison refused to issue a theater 
permit. 

. Suit for Mandamus. 

Attorneys John L. Hopkins and John W. 
Creekmur immediately filed a petition in 
the Circuit court in behalf of Mr. Naheer, 
lessee of the theater, for mandamus to 
compel the city to tseve the license. It 
was pointed cut that the theater building 
represented an investment of $228,000 and 
that as a result of the failure to get a 
licenee the owner was facing a heavy loss. 

Judge Honoré ruled that the ordinance 
relied on by the churches is invalid, hold- 
ing that the legislature never delegated 
such power to the city. ,

are very, optimistic and are full of ac- 
counts of minor affairs which they have. 
| exaggerated into wonderful victories. 

The prees, on the whole, is much less 
calm’than the French press, and exag- 
genetes more the successes of the allies 
and the-defeats and supposed bad eco- 
nomie and financial condition of the Ger- 
mans. ‘ 

The censorship is more severe than in 
France. It was even admitted in parlia- 
ment that the French communiqués are 


sometimes censored before being given to 
the British public. “One member of par- 
liament, in compleining of the censorship, 
said he thought it was about time the 
British were told exactly where their line 
in France was, as he was reasonably sure 
that the Germans knew where i# was, and 
if they knew he saw no reason why the 
British people should not also know. 


Majority Ignorant of Facts. 

It is something of a shock after leaving 
France, where people on the whole have 
such a correct idea of where their own 
forces are, what they are doing, and what 
the allies es a whole are doing, to find that 
in England the majority of the people 
seem to have little exact knowledge of 
their own forces, of what they have done, 
and particularly of whet the allies have 
done. 


They speak loosely of millions. Some 
of them will speak in perfectly good 
faith of Kitchener's new army being at 
least 5,000,000 men. Generally, they speak 
of their army in France as if it had so 
far fought the greater part of the cam- 
. paign. 

Until the Daily Mail started publishing, 
a short time ego, that the British held 
only thirty-one miles out of 501, they had 
no conception of how much the French 
were holding by comparison with them- 
selves. 

Some time back one old gentlemen in- 
sisted that the British line extended from 
Soissons to the North sea—in other 
words, that they occupled about 200 miles 
instead of thirty-one. 


Think Allies Could Do More. 
If anything is said about the wer at the 
present time not progressing as favor- 
ably as it might, the answer nime times 
out of ten is: ‘“‘ Why don’t France and 
Russia do something?’ 

Thete is a large number of Belgian ref- 
ugees in the courmry, of whom at the 
present time the British for the moet part 
seem heartily sick. They say they want 
too much and do not want to do anything 
in return. They particularly oriticise 
them because there are so many Belgian 
men of military age who are in England 
instead of being in the Belgian army. 

It is especially when the British speak 
of the Germans that their optimism and 
lack of exact knowledge ts shown. They 
speak of Germany being on the verge of 
starvation, of the nation lacking military 
supplies of all kinds, of its lacking money, 
of most of its trained officers and men be- 
ing killed and wounded, and only boys 
and old men being left. . 

They speak of the ease with which the 
allies defeat the Germans; of how the 
German soldiers desert to escape the 
brutality of their officers; of how the Ger- 
man soldiers really won't fight, and of 
ihe pitiful condition in which the prison- 
ers and deserters are found to be. 

They tell of them being ragged, dirty, 
hungry, and downhearted. No one ever 
asks why the prisoners in England never 
scem to fulfill any of these conditions, nor 
why it is that if Germeny ie in such a 
State it still manages not only to put 
up such a vigorous resistance, but even ip 
some districts successfully to teke the 
offensive. 


Overoptimism Due to Censorship. 
. A good deal of this overoptimism is due 
to the government, which through the 
censorship eliminates everything in the 
slightest way unfavorable to the British, 
and which feede the public only on offi- 
cial dispatches which have been so cen- 
sored as regards digagreeable facts and 
so filled up with adjectives as regards 
(British successes, that it is no wonder 
optimism is so generel.: 

In asking the opinion of Britishers as 
to the future course of the war, they al- 
ways epeak most assuredly of startling 
events about to happen in their favor.

“THE BIRTH OF A NATION.” 

The moving picture play “The Birth of a Na- 
tion” is, in our opinion, the greatest piece of work 
done for the films by American producers. It ranks 
with “Cabiria” as a tremendous spectacle and for 
the American temperament it has points of artistic 
advantage over the D’Annunzio photoplay. : 

In Chicago it bas thus far been barred from 
production. It is mot immoral or coarse. It 
does not offend for any of the reasons which usually 
causé the prohibition of picture plays or the elimina- 
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are far behind in artillery. But we are much worse |; 
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off than that. We are behind in «artillery even 
according to the standards accepted before the war. 


This is especially true of the national guard. This 


force, which we inelnde in our first line, and which

Tilinois has, in all, three batteries, and the secretary 
of war has called for the organization of three more.

The Forty-ninth general assembly is not 
asked to do much, but that little it should not fail

ITALY AND HER LESSON. 

What statecraft wrought the warrior now will 
raze and the sword dipped in blood will write the 
treaties of tomorrow. Pledges and ties burn to 
ashes in the white heat of national necessity and 
Italian armies sweep into the welter of battle with 
as high a confidence in their cause as any in the 
field. 

Possibly we in America are reading lessons in 
this clash of mighty forces which will serve us. 
Possibly we are learning whether a nation’s se 
curity may barricade itself behind a parchment or 
lines of solemn words defend us from battalions and 
battleships. 

But in America we are fighting the European 
war, vicariously, in terms of treaties, understand- 
ings, and other diplomatic formulm. We would be 
wiser to look beneath the white books, red books, 
yellow books, gray books, and green books and 
search the forces of life which, flowing down the 
centuries, again are shaking the world with their 


contending. 
Many factors have forced Italy into a struggle 


tion of scenes from them. It ‘is in all essential epi- 
 podes grounded on historical fact, representing the 
struggles of that terrible time in the south when the 
whites, back from war, saw their government taken 
over by the newly enfranchised blacks controlled by 
the northern carpetbaggers. 

What happened with the negro ascendant and how 
the white reéstablished bis supremacy is shown with 
obvious natural sympathy for the south, and no 
doubt with such heightening of effect as dramatic art 
has a right to employ. It presents what the south 
says and the north of our day, at least, is inclined 
to believe to be truth. 

The production of ‘this photoplay is prohibited in 
Chicago. The book from which the scenario was taken 
was not suppressed. It could not be, although it 
was violent. The play made from the book was not 
suppressed, although, it also being violent, there 
were requests that it be. The photoplay alone gets 
the subject into such form that a prohibition is 
ordered. 

Here is a question of freedom in expression which 
will give any thoughtful person cause for reflection. 
We assert our right to such freedom within the ob- 
vious bounds of common decency and morality. 
“The Birth of a Nation” does not offend against 
either. This film draws upon veritable pages from 
the history of the country, embodies men and women 
of whom the pages treat, and they re#nact their 
struggles. We then say that citizens may not be per- 
mitted to see it. 

Tue Trisunp has been and is opposed to inter 
ference with freedom of expression, but it confesses 
that the subject here involved has complexities which 
do not yield to the application of ordinary rules. 
The terrible concrete reality of the moving picture 
is the disturbing factor and the consequent emo- 
tional response of the spectator is the disturbing re 
sult. The sin of the film is its effectiveness. 


A lecturer with ability to touch men’s susceptibil- | 


ities might take this subject and do bis emotional 
best with it and we doubt that a voice would be 
raised to stop him. Such people as might go to 
hear him would have their feelings made more acute, 
might have their prejudices heightened, but in the 
end the chief result would be that they knew more 
about the days of reconstruction. 

The moving picture not so much makes its specta- 
tors know more about the period; it makes them 
live through it, vicariously but intensely, and the 
city government has said, in effect, that the citizens 
of Chicago ought not to live through it, and they 
ought not, as a matter of public policy, to enter a 
theater from which they must come with prejudices 
and race hatreds inflamed. 

If the validity of this argument be questioned, as 
it is bound to be, let the consideration of the sub- 
ject go further. We may suppose that one pro- 
ducing company has selected the time of the Span- 
ish inquisition for film purposes, or that another 
has taken the persecution of the Irish Catholics by 
Cromwell, and that either play or both, done after 
the manner of “Cabirla” and “The Birth of a 
Nation,” were put in Ohicago theaters. Assume 
that these plays kept to historical accuracy. Query: 
Would it be public policy to permit the productions? 

All censorship is an infringement of that perfect 
freedom of thought and expression which is dear 
to the liberal as an ideal if not always acceptable 
as a fact. Where we concede any restriction it is 
extremely difficult if not impossible to justify it on 
other grounds than those of expediency. Censor- 
ship of information and of debate is allowed only 
in extreme eases, as under martial law. Censorship 
of literary éxpression also is permitted only within 
relatively narrow limits. The field broadens, how- 
ever, with restrictions upon other forms of art, 
especially where their appeal is to emotion rather 
than reason and effects of public consequence are 
feared. 

But here it is necessary for us to resist a tendency 
easily extended in the gencral name of expediency 
er morality, Not all cases are as clear as those we 
have cited, and restriction is often the result of the 
organiged sea] of minute minorities rather than an 
expression of the consensus of a community’s opin- 
fon. Also there ts always a disposition to use power 
when it is created. : | 

Censorship often accomplishes concrete benefits 
and may be conceded to be necessary. But we ought 
never to lose sight of the fact that, if neces- 
sary, it is a necessary evil which we are right in re-

But the peoples 
who are giving a last full measure of devotion 
know, as our easy theorists do not, how deep and 
irresistible is the tide which sweeps them along. 
Sentiment and tradition, which make so much of 
life; pride, which is above the considerations of in- 
dividual welfare and which raises the stature of 
manhood; ideals and aspirations, which are the 
breath of life of nations and of what we call civiliza- 
tion—how easily we in America dispose of them. 

Italy’s entrance into the war is neither the cold 
mechanics of politics nor the explosive impulse of 
popular passion. Her interest in rectifying her 
boundaries is obvious. The salient formed by the 
Trentino is of very great importance strategically. 
The Brenner pass may be likened to a sword di- 
rected at her body. Its possession by Austria, as, 


we believe, soon will be proved, is worth more than 
an army corps. Italy's interest in Trieste and 


Istria is less exigent, but it is substantial, and her 


jealousy of Austrian influence in the Balkan penin- 


sala is founded on reasonable grounds. But if we 
consider the Italian situation solely as a problem 
of statecraft, we must see that in a very real sense 
the war may be called defensive. Italy takes sides 
because she dare not and cannot stand alone 
among the powers. This does not touch the ques- 
tion of what side she should have taken. We who 
are not involved will approve or disapprove accord- 
ing to our sympathies. What is tolerably clear is 
that neutrality was, if not impossible, at least the 
most hazardous in the long run of any course. 
She had no Rubicon to cross. The waters were 
rising inexorably about her. She had to strike out 
for one shore or the other, and here she obeyed 
the deepest impulses of her national being. 

America contains a great many confident theorists 
awarding praise and blame and working out neat 
constitutions for a world transformed, It were 
wiser and safer to consider our place in the world 
as it has been and is, guarding against the Phari- 
saic in our own hearts and setting our house in 
order.

PATENT MEDICINE RULES. 
ROF. WILBERT of the public health 
service suggests ten rules for those 
who want to take proprietary medi- 
cines and household remedies. The 
first five are specifications with 
which medicines should conform te be 
acceptable. By acceptable he means this: 
No man should be willing to take a medi- 
cine into his own stomach or to give 
it to his wife or his child unless it con- 
forms to these five requirements: 

lL. The label must give accufate and 
complete information ag to the active 
drugs present and the amount of each 
in each ounce of the mixture. 

2. There must be no claims as to 


_ curative action of the mixture unless 


said claims can be readily and satie- 
factorily demonstrated. 

3. The label must give adequate no- 
tice of any untoward effect the drug 
may have. 

4. The medicine must be free from 
objectionable quantities of alcohol and 
habit forming drugs. 

 & The preparation must not beara 
name suggesting curative properties 
or specificity. 
With the first four of these we can all 
agree. The fifth might es well have 


been omitted.

the last surviving lineal de- 

scendant of the great English 

statesman William Pitt, Bari of 
Chatham. She will be recalled by many 
on this side of the water as having vis- 
ited the United States in October, 1908, 
to attend, as the guest of the city of Pitts 
burgh, the celebration of the 150th anni- 
versary of ite foundation. She received 
a warm welcome, not only at Pittsburgh 
but elsewhere in the United States, in 
memory of the great English statesman 
who had championed the cause of the 
American colonists in their dispute with 
the crown. . 

The Pitts were an ancient Cornish house, 
who for centuries made their home at 
Boconnock, in the Prince of Wales’ duchy. 
William Pitt, Earl of Chatham, left no 
lesa than five children—namely, three sons 
and two daughters. But the eldest of the 
sons, the second Earl of Chatham, died 
childléss, while William Pitt, the second 
son, who took hia father’s place as pre- 
mer, and was known as “the Great Com- 
moner,”’ as well as his younger brother 
Charlies, a naval officer, never married. 


~~ 

Of the great Lord Chathagn's daughters 
one married a Mr. Eljiott and left no de- 
scendants, while the other, Lady Hester 
Pitt, became the wife of the third Earl 
Stanhope, so celebrated for his scien- 
tific researches, and likewise for his pe- 
cullar political opinions. This Lord Stan- 
hope had by his marriage with Lady Hes- 
ter Pitt no son, but three daughtera, Lady 
Gridelda, who married John Tekell of 
Hambleton, Hampshfre; Lady Lucy, who 
became the wife of Thomas Taylor of 
Sevenoaks, Kent; and Lady Hester San- 
hope of romantic memory, and of whom 
more anon. 

Mise Pitt-Taylor, who has just died, was 
a granddaughter of Lady Laicy Taylor, a 
great-granddaugtter, therefore, of the 
third Ear! Stanhope, and of his wife. 
Lady Hester Pitt, and a great-great- 
granddaughter of William Pitt, the frst 
Eari of Chatham. Miss Pitt-Taylor was 
also a grandaiece of the eccentric Lady 
Hester Stanhope, mentioned above as 
having had a romantic history. 

Lady Hester Stanhope, after keeping 
house for her uncle, the Great Commoner, 
until hie death, and affer having been 
the flancée of ‘Gen. Bir John Moore, who 
was killed at the battle of Corunna, with- 
drew to Palestine, where she spent the 
remaining thirty yeare of her life as a 
Turk in religion, in mode of existence. 
and in dress, impressing the natives to 
such ah extent with her supernature!

Rainey Aided Lorimer Plan. 
Congressman Rainey was an ally with 
William Lorimer for the fourteen foot 
waterway proposition. Engineer Cooley 
was one of the engineers who had a con- 
spicuous part in the then Lorimer scheme 
and who, as a consulting engineer to Gov. 
Dunne, joined in the recommendations 
leading to the pending bill. Since the bill 
has been drawn, it is understood, he has 
changed his mind and’ now opposes the 
Dunne plan. 

House managers for the bill, headed by 
Representative Igoe, chairman of the 
house waterways committee, announce 
that they will resist any effort to postpone 
action. 

Fight on Fifty Car Bill. 
The fifty car bill wil furnish the sub- 
ject tomorrow for a hard fight in the 
house.

Former Moderator Says School 


Does Not Keep Pledges In 
Regard to Teaching. 


BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON. 
Rochester, N. Y., May 24.—(|Special.]— 
Union Theologica! seminary, New York, 
was charged today with a direct viola- 
tion of trust. The Rev. Mark A. Mat- 
thews, pastor of the First Presbyterian 
church of Seattle, Wash.. said to be the 
largest church in the denomination. e« 
former moderator of the general assem- 
bly, and chairman of the special com- 
mittee on Union seminary, made the 
charge. For two hours he recited history 
/in support of his contention. Hig argu- 
ment in brief wae: 
Union seminary was founded in 1836 as 


@ Presbyterian theological seminary. Its 


directors and professors, before taking 
office, solemnly promised to teach the 
Presbyterian standards of doctrine ac- 
cording to the Westminster confession 
a..d to teach nothing subversive thereto. 
Under this charter money was con- 
tributed until the assets of the seminary 
now total $2,362,500. In 1898 the directors 
introduced a different pledge whereby 
the seminary no longer taught exclusive- 
ly the Westminster standards of faith, 
but much that is contrary thereto. There- 
fore the directors are guilty of a violation 
of trust and ought either to return the 
money obtained or, keeping the money, 
ought to carry out the terms of the trust 
under which the seminary was founded. 


Only Two Courses Open. 

“Will the board of directors break 
faith with the dead? * Dr. Matthews dra- 
matically demanded. “They can only 
cleanse their hands by returning the 
money they received from donore who 
supposed they were giving to a Presby- 
terian institution or by returning to that 
form of teaching which recognizes the 
Bible as the infallible wor@ of God and 
the Westmineter standards of faith as 
the standards of the Presbyterian 
church.” 

Dr. Matthews eid that there were two 
views as to the authority granted by the 
state, one of which claimed thet the state 
granted to the directors authority to 
make changes in accordance with their 
judgment as to the needs of the inetitu- 
tion, but Dr. Matthewe denied that this 
was the correct view. ae 

* But whatever the view,"’ he said, “‘ the 
directors im soliciting money for a semi- 
nary which they declared in their ap- 
peals was a Presbyterian institution, 
teaching Prestyterian standards, vio- 
lated ite sacred trust when the seminary 
was in fact teaching doctrines subversive 


of the Presbyterian faith.” _— 


Debate Continued. 

The discussion of the report of the spe- 
cial committee on the educational! policy 
of the church was not concluded today. It 
will be made the order of the day Wednesa- 
day.

It is the kind of rivairy which 
does not invdlve aggtesaion. It ja the 
knowledge that men can be of the greatest 

rvice to one another and nations of the 
greatest service to another, when the 
jealousy between.them is merely a jeal- 
ousy of excelléncée, and when the basis of 
their intercourse is friendship. 

“ There is only one way in which we 
wish to take advantage of you, and that 
is by making better goods, by doing the 
things that we seek to do for each other 
better, if we can, than you do them, and 
so spurring you on, if we might, by so 
handsome a jealousy as that to excel us. 


Tells Need of a Marine. 

“ There is one thing that stafids in our 
way among others—for you afe more con- 
versant with the circumstances than I 
am; the thing I have chiefly in min4 is 
the physical lack of means of communica- 
tion, the lack of vehicles, the lack of ships, 
the lack of established routes of trade— 
the lack of those things which are abso- 
lutely necessary if we are to have trus 
commercial and intimate commercial cn- 
lations with one another. 

“ And I am perfectly clear in my judg- 
ment that if private capital cannot soon 
enter upon the adventure of establishing 
these physical meane of communication 
the government must undertake to do so. 
We cannot indefinitely stand apart aga 
need each other for thie lack of what ein 
easily be supplied, and if one instrumen- 
tality cannot supply it then another must 
be found which will ill supply it.”
